Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  laying  before  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Public  Health 
and  Sanitary  conditions  prevailing  in  your  District  for  the  year  ending  December 
31st,  1945. 

This  Report  is  drawn  up  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health’s  circular 
28/46,  dated  February  11th,  1946. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  is  requiring  a special  survey  to  be  made  of  working  class 
houses  in  the  district.  Your  council  has  arranged  for  a Housing  Inspector  to  under- 
take this  survey,  and  one  was  appointed  in  July  1st,  1945.  A housing  card  has  been 
'drawn  up  which  indicates  the  information  required.  This  survey  is  to  be  a very  complete 
one  and  we  shall  acquire  an  up-to-date  and  accurate  record  of  all  the  houses  in  the  district, 
which  I think  is  what  the  Ministry  requires. 

When  the  survey  is  sufficiently  advanced  it  is  proposed  to  make  five  categories  and 
to  place  the  houses  in  the  category  according  to  their  condition.  Further  particulars 
are  given  on  Page  12  of  this  Report.

The  Station  can  be  communicated  with  by 
telephone.  The  ’phone  number  * is  2222,  Another  Ambulance, 
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under  tjie  control  of  the  British  Red  Cross  is  kept  at  Dunstable, 
’phone  number  158. 

. Judging  from  the  experience  of  previous  years,  the  present  arrange- 
ments appear  to  be  quite  adequate  for  the  needs  of  the  district.  In  the 
event  of  an  extra  Ambulance  being  required  in  an  emergency,  there  is 
an  understanding  with  neighbouring  Authorities  that  their  Ambulances 
would  be  available. 


(c)_PROFESSIONAL  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

General.— The  Bedfordshire  Nursing  Association  supplies  11  Nurses 
to  19  Parishes  in  your  District.  These  Nurses  attend  Midwifery, 
Maternity  cases  and  Medical  and  Surgical  cases.  They  are  not  allowed 
to  attend  any  infectious  disease.  The  local  Association  for  each  area 
employing  a Nurse,  supervises  her  work  and  provides  her  salary, 
which  is  raised  by  voluntary  subscriptions  and  small  fees  paid  by 
non-members  of  the  local  Association.

Report  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Tn  August  1943  the  Council  sank  a 8 inch  by  6 inch  borehole  on  land  in  enclosure  44 
in  the  parish  of  Pulloxhill  to  determine  the  depth  and  nature  of  the  strata,  the  charactei 
of  the  greensand,  and  the  nature  and  characteristics  of  the  watei. 

During  the  year  the  consent  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  was  obtai"e^/^ 
of  a 33  inch  borehole,  and  the  work  was  carried  out  to  the  requirements  of  the  Council 
consulting  engineers,  Messrs.  Binnie,  Deacon  & Gourley,  Westminster. 
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Work  was  commenced  on  June 

8th,  and  was  completed  on 

August  29th,  1945.

In  the  last  four  days  the  average  pumping  level  was  640,000  gallons  per  24  hours 
with  an  average  pumping  level  of  145  O.D.  i.e.,  with  a draw  down  of  about  33  feet. 

Consideration  was  given  by  the  Council  to  the  provisions  of  Section  14  of  the 
’Water  Act,  1945,  regarding  the  protection  of  water  undertakings  and  the  powers  to 
prevent  the  sinking  of  boreholes,  and  the  Council  sent  a communication  to  the  County 
Council  asking  them  to  seek  an  order  in  respect  of  the  Greensand  areas  within  the 
Council’s  District. 

BIRCHMOOR  WATER— ANALYST’S  REPORT. 

This  sample  is  practically  clear  and  bright  in  appearance  and  free  from  metals  apart 
from  a minute  trace  of  iron.  The  water  is  faintly  acid  in  reaction,  has  a low  content  of 
alkalinity  and  a corrosive  tendency  towards  metals  would  be  anticipated.  It  is  soft  in 
character,  contains  no  excess  of  salinity  or  mineral  constituents  in  solution  and  is  of  the 
highest  standard  of  organic  and  bacterial  purity. 

Apart  from  the  corrosive  characteristics  these  results  are  consistent  with  a pure  and 
wholesome  water  suitable  for  the  purposes  of  a public  supply.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

Work  has  proceeded  on  the  preparation  of  a combined  scheme  of  sewerage  and 
sewage  disposal  for  the  parishes  of  Harlington,  Westoning,  Flitwick  and  Steppingley, 
and  complete  detail  drawings  for  a system  of  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  works  is  nearly 

completed. 

The  complete  scheme  will  be  sent  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  during  the  early  part 

of  1946. 

The  Council  purchased  and  put  into  operation  one  new  cesspool  emptying  machine, 
and  the  service  of  cleansing  of  cesspools  was  extended  to  the  Parishes  of  Lidlington  and 

Flitton. 

HOUSING. 

Progress  continued  on  the  preparation  of  the  detail  drawings,  and  quantities  for 
the  road  and  sewer  works  on  the  sites  at  Flitwick,  Westoning  and  Maulden,  and  in  the 
autumn  the  necessary  particulars  were  sent  to  the  Group  Engineer  for  tendering. 
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Work  was  also  in  hand  in  the  preparation  of  the  house  type  plans  which  were  sub- 
mitted for  approval  to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Negotiations  for  sites  were  continued  and  the  sites  at  Maulden,  Westoning  and 
Flitwick  were  acquired.  No  further  progress  was  made  in  respect  of  the  purchase  of 
the  land  at  Aspley  Guise. 


TOWN  PLANNING. 

The  Council  considered  further  the  question  of  mineral  workings  and  in  consultation 
with  the  North  Beds.  Joint  Advisory  Committee,  decided  to  ask  that  application  should 
be  made  for  an  order  under  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  (General  Interim  Develop- 
ment) Order  1945,  for  control  over  winning  and  working  of  minerals. 
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Report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  Year  1945. 


SECTION  C.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

1.  (i)  WATER. 

Three  small  parishes  are  not  yet  served  by  a piped  water  supply.  Of  these,  Higham 
Gobion  has  been  noted  for  early  attention,  and  Potsgrove  and  Battlcsden  with  44  houses 
will  be  supplied  in  due  course. 

Twenty-one  parishes  are  supplied  from  the  Aspley  Guise  Waterworks,  three  from 
the  Ampthill  Urban  District  Council’s  Waterworks  at  Clophill,  and  two  from  the  Duke 
of  Bedford’s  Waterworks  at  Husborne  Crawley. 

With  the  exception  of  those  in  the  latter  two  parishes,  all  mains  are  owned  by  the 
Council. 

1.  (i)  (a)  and  (b).  The  Council’s  water  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

There  has  been  some  shortage  of  supply  in  private  wells  and  for  a short  period  it  was 
necessary  for  the  Council  to  carry  water  by  lorry  to  one  neighbourhood. 

1.  (ii).  No  samples  are  taken  by  this  Council  of  raw  water  from  the  waterworks. 

The  Clerk  to  the  Aspley  Guise,  Aspley  Heath,  and  Woburn  Sands  Joint  Committee  has 
however  supplied  a report  on  the  bacteriological  examination  of  raw  water  from  the 
Aspley  Guise  well,  see  Birchmoor  Water — Analyst’s  Report — page  7. 

Four  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examinations  taken  from  different 
points  of  the  mains  on  the  Aspley  Supply  and  in  each  case  the  analyst  reported  the  water 
of  a high  standard  of  bacterial  purity.

These  results  are  consistent  with  a pure  and  wholesome  water  suitable  for  drinking

The  Aspley  Guise  water  is  very  soft  with  a ph  acid  reaction  of  ^-M^t  the 
Council’s  Regulations  do  not  allow  lead  pipe  to  be  used  for  this  water.  The  ClophiU 
supply  does  not  have  a plumbo-solvent  action.

The  houses  using  the  Lidlington  public  standpipes  have  not  been  include 
in  the  proportion  of  population  served  quoted  in  (v)  above. 

Aspley  Guise  water  has  been  made  available  to  the  majority  of  the  consumers 
of  the  Lidlington  spring  supply,  and  this  will  shortly  be  abandoned. 


(vi).  DRA  NAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Three  parishes  have  sewers  with  disposal  works,  namely  Aspley  Guise,  Aspley  Heath, 

and  Woburn.  . 

Two  schemes  are  being  prepared  for  (a)  Flitwick,  Westoning,  Harlington  and  btep- 
pingley  and  (b)  Maulden,  ClophiU,  Silsoe,  Flitton,  and  Pulloxhill. 

The  site  for  the  disposal  Works  of  Scheme  (a)  has  been  acquired. 

When  these  schemes  have  been  completed,  attention  will  be  given  to  the  remaining 
seventeen  parishes. 


2.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

No  action  has  been  necessary. 

3 (i).  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

Water  carriage  systems  exist  in  Aspley  Guise,  Aspley  Heath  and  Wobuin,  and 
except  for  a few  out-lying  properties,  all  houses  have  water  closets. 

In  the  remaining  parishes,  the  larger  houses  have  water  closets  discharging  into 
cesspools.  The  smaller  cottages  have  pail  closets  in  the  main,  but  there  are  a few  privy 
type  which  have  not  yet  been  converted. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

3.  (ii).  The  six  Parishes  of  Flitwick,  Westoning,  Harlington,  Aspley  Guise,  Aspley 

Heath,  and  Woburn,  have  fortnightly  collections  of  house  refuse. 

Quarterly  collections  of  indestructible  refuse  are  made  from  the  remaining  parishes. 
Paper,  textiles  and  bones  continue  to  be  salvaged. 

The  work  is  done  by  direct  labour  and  the  Council’s  motor  vehicle.  Three  tips 
in  convenient  parts  of  the  district  are  utilised  and  controlled  tipping  methods  are  employed.

Cesspools  and  closet  pails  in  Flitwick,  Westoning,  Harlington  and  Lidlington 
continue  to  be  emptied  by  direct  labour  with  two  motor  cesspool  emptiers  and  direct 
abour.  The  emptying  of  cesspools  in  the  parish  of  Flitton  has  been  added  to  the  scheme.

3.  (iy).  SHOPS  AND  OFFICES. 

Assistants  are  employed  at  62  of  the  131  shops  in  the  district.  Occupiers  of  five 
lock-up  shops  hold  certificates  of  Exemption  under  Sec.  10  (2)  and  (6)  of  the  Shops  Act 
1934,  sanitary  conveniences  being  available  within  a reasonable  distance.

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3.  (vii)  SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

(a)  Public. 

There  are  no  pools  belonging  to  a Local  Authority. 

(b)  Privately  owned  and  open  to  the  public. 

EversIholt.— A small  open-air  pool,  fed  by  a brook.  The  water  is  changed  at 
intervals.  School  children  in  the  parish  are  admitted  free,  and  a small  charge  is  made 
for  adults. 

Husborne  Crawley. — This  open-air  bath  of  60,000  gallons  is  emptied  every 
fourteen  days  and  filled  from  the  village  water  supply.  During  the  interval  of  emptying 
it  is  sprayed  with  a chlorine  solution  to  prevent  vegetable  growth. 

Private  Swimming  Pools. 

Hawnes  School,  Haynes  Park.  This  open-air  pool,  situated  in  the  park,  is  fed  by 
a spring,  giving  a continuous  flow. 

The  Knoll,  Aspley  Heath.  A small  pool,  fed  from  the  main  water  supply.  Water 
is  changed  at  intervals  of  approximately  two  weeks. 

3.  (viii)  ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

1.  a No  Council  Houses  were  found  to  be  infested. 

b (1)  Nine  other  houses  were  found  to  be  infested  and 
(2)  disinfested  by  the  Council. 

2.  The  houses  and  furniture  were  sprayed  with  “ Zaldecide  ” or  fumigated  with 
“ Lawes  Block  Disinfestators.” 

3.  To  ensure  belongings  of  tenants  are  free  from  vermin,  these  are  inspected  before 
removal  to  Council  Houses. 

4.  Disinfestation  is  carried  out  by  the  Local  Authority. 

5.  Measures  to  prevent  infestation  or  re-infestation  after  cleansing  are  re-inspection 
supervision  and  advice. 

Section  D.  HOUSING 

The  tenancies  of  thirteen  Council  Houses  have  changed  during  the  year. 

At  the  request  of  the  Council,  a check  was  taken  on  the  number  of  Occupants  of  the 
Council’s  houses,  and  it  was  found  that  out  of  the  365  houses  owned  by  the  Authority, 
two  were  occupied  by  one  person  only,  a widow  in  each  case,  one  of  whom  had  a son 
serving  with  the  forces  ; in  twelve  other  cases, -the  tenant  was  single  or  widowed  but  had 
sons,  daughters  or  lodgers  also  residing  in  the  house. 

The  four  agricultural  houses  erected  in  1944  have  bathrooms  and  indoor  sanitation, 
drainage  being  dealt  with  at  small  disposal  works.  In  the  case  of  Marston,  where  the 
two  agricultural  houses  are  adjacent  to  12  existing  Council  Houses,  the  disposal  works  are 
sufficiently  large  to  drain  these  houses  in  addition  to  the  new  pair. 

Three  claims  in  respect  of  damage  by  evacuees  have  been  investigated  and  settled. 
Permitted  numbers  under  the  overcrowding  provisions  have  been  supplied  to  owners 
in  respect  of  13  houses. 

HOUSE  TO  HOUSE  INSPECTION. 

A survey  of  the  District  has  been  commenced.  The  form  of  inspection  card  and 
standard  of  fitness  as  recommended  by  the  County  Joint  Advisory  Committee  after 
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consultation  with  its  technical  panel  of  officers,  has  been  adopted,  also  the  Committee’s 
recommendation  that  for  the  present  all  houses  up  to  £20  Rateable  Value  should  be  in- 
cluded in  the  survey. 

A full  record  of  each  house  is  taken,  including  the  measurement  of  rooms  and 
windows,  heights  of  ceilings  and  state  of  repair.  The  house  is  at  the  same  time  placed 
in  one  of  the  five  categories..  (1)  Satisfactory.  (2)  Minor  Defects.  (3)  Requiring 
Structural  repair  or  improvement.  (4)  Needing  re-conditioning.  (5)  Beyond  repair 
at  reasonable  expense. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  1,580  houses  had  been  recorded,  and  the  classification  was 
as  follows  : —

At  the  same  time,  the  number  of  occupants  are  detailed  by  means  of  which  the 
overcrowding  records  may  be  brought  up  to  date. 

Section  E.  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  MILK  SUPPLY. 

174  persons  are  registered,  including  7 retailers  from  premises  outside  the  district; 
109  are  wholesale  and  65  retail. 

Fifteen  retailers  are  dairymen  only,  keeping  no  cows. 

The  average ‘number  of  cows  milked  is  2,573. 

There  were  six  new  registrations  during  the  year,  and  six  gave  up  the  trade. 

Three  cowsheds  have  been  re-constructed  and  modernised,  and  defects  at  4 other 
premises  were  noted  and  rectified. 

One  retailer  outside  the  district  has  a Supplementary  Licence  to  sell  Pasteurised 
Milk. 


4 (b)  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

376  lbs.  Venison,  19  lbs.  Bacon,  171  lbs.  Jam,  140  tins  Meat,  133  tins  pf  other  foods, 
1|  cwt.

The  Steppingley  Isolation  Hospital  receives  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria, 
Typhoid  Fever,  and  other  diseases  in  certain  emergencies  from  your  district,  and  from 
the  Urban  District  of  Ampthill.

In  1938,  your  Council  erected  a Cubicle  Block  in  the  Hospital  grounds  with  accom- 
modation for  four  beds.  This  Block  was  found  to  be  most  useful  and  often  obviated 
the  necessity  of  opening  up  and  maintaining  one  of  the  larger  wards  for  an  odd  case  of 
infection,  thereby  saving  labour  and  expense.  Your  Council  have  considered  the 
advisability  of  increasing  the  number  of  cubicles.  I suggested  that  the  Typhoid  Block 
could  be  turned  into  another  Cubicle  Block  with  four  beds.  This  matter  is  still  under 
consideration,  but  under  the  conditions  that  prevail  in  the  world  at  the  present  time, 
it  is  impossible  to  undertake  this  very  desirable  improvement. 

NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES. 

Small  Pox. 

No  cases  have  been  notified  this  year. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

Twenty-three  cases  were  notified.  All  of  them  were  removed  and  treated  in  the 
Isolation  Hospital  at  Steppingley.  Twelve  were  between  the  ages  of  five  to  fifteen  and 
all  were  distributed  among  ten  parishes  ; the  greatest  number  in  any  parish  was  eleven 
which  occurred  in  Flitwick.  No  deaths. 


Diphtheria. 

Three  cases  were  notified.  All  removed  and  treated  at  the  Isolation  Hospital. 
Their  ages  were  4,  33  and  7 years;  only  one  of  these  had  been  completely  immunised.
